We are now in the midst of a political crisis 
to which the past history of British Columbia 
affords no parallel. Long and anxiously have 
the people waited for some form of representation 
by means of which those reforms might be intro- 
duced for lack of which this Colony has been 
pining and wilting, the’ people becaming discour- 
aged and ‘general progress retarded. Iinperfect 
and illiberal as is the new system of Government 
it was hoped that, in the hands of a new Gover- 
nor, free from the influenee of adverse interests, 
having no object to serve but the prosperity of 
the country, the old and hated system, with all 
its comcomitant evils, would quickly give place 
to a better and more encouraging state of things. 
But, unfortunately, the advent of the new system 
and the new Governor were not contemporaneous. 
Governor Douglas called together the Legisla- 
tive Council ; and although at first we were lead 
to hope that he would be disposed to use very 
sparingly, ifatall, his prerogative in vetoing 


: the acts of that body, but would permit them to 


exercise their legislative functions in the fullest 
and freest manner, it would-seem that in this, 


‘too, we are doomed to disappointment. A num- 


ber of the most important colonial questions have 
been the subject of matore deliberation in the 
Council, and measores have, by a unanimous 
vote, been recommended to His Excellency, which 
if confirmed would tend more to the material 
prosperity of this Colony than all the Proclama- 
tions which have been issued during the Douglas 
rivies, 

One of these measures, that of an export gold 
tax, His Excellency has freely announced his 
determination to crush, and there is great reason 
to fear some of the others will meet a similar fate 
at his hands. The measure introduced by the 
hon, popular member for this city for the re-con- 
struction of the Customs Tariff is, as we have 
said before, the most important of the session | 
and what guarantee have we that it will meet 
with any more favor at the hands of the present 
Governor than the export gold tax ? Indee.|, it 
is even less likely to receive his sanction, as its 
effect would be to break up his palpable policy to 
force our commerce through, and drive our trade 
to Victoria, where his personal interests lie. 

In such circumstances it becomes matter of 
serious consideration whether the wisest policy 
would not be to adjourn the Honse until such 
time as the new Governor has arrived, which it 
is believed will be in the course of a few weeks, 
for it would be fair to assume that these ques- 
tions would be safe in his hands. We have wait- 
ed long for these changes and cannot very well 
afford to have them vetoed by the Governor, as 
that would probably have a tendency materially 
to postpone their introduction,’ inasmuch ag it 
would be rather awkward for the successor of 
Guvernor Douglas to sanction measures s0 re- 
cently vetoed by him. Meanwhile, coald. mure 
positive proof of the total unfitness of the present 
Governor to continue to administer the affairs of 
this Colony be conceived than the simple fact of 
his decjared determination to disallow measures 
unanimously recommended by the Legislative 
Council ?
